Warship Repairs. 
Over nnd above tho great activity 
of the British yards in building new 
warships, particularly destroyers, and 
the construction of merchant ships, an 
enormous amount of time nnd labor 
has to be devoted to repairs. In n re- 
cent speech Sir Krlc Geddes said J 
"During one month the number of war 
vessels which needed repairs was 
nearly. 1.000— that Is. In addition to tho 
1,100 'merchant ships— and thnt wns by 
no menns nn ubnormnl month. Smco 
tho beginning of the wnr 31,000 war 
vessels. Including pntrol craft and 
mine sweepers, hnve been docked or 
placed on the ways, and theso figures- 
do not Include repair work done to tho 
vessels of our allies." 

Add to this the arming of the vnst 
fleet of British merchant vessels, njid 
we have some conception of the enor- 
mous tusk of shipbuilding, equipping 
and repairing carried on by the British 
admiralty. 

Silos In New South Wales. 
Recently the New South Wales gov- 
ernment department of agriculture an- 
nounced that funds would v be provided 
for assisting fnrmers In the erection 
of silos nnd numerous Inquiries have 
been received, especially from dairy 
farmers. Many of the applicants hnvo 
signified their willingness to pay 
much lurger deposits than was antici- 
pated, Owing to tho abundance ot 
rainfall In ninny districts silos will 
greatly benefit dairy fnrmers by ena- 
bling them to conserve the fodder har- 
vested during the rainy season. 
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Snuff Boxes Show Unchanging Ways of the Senate 

WASHINGTON.— -The senate still hns customs {hat are almost as old as 
Itself. It moves along In the same old way that It has moved for the last 
100 years or so and apparently is satisfied to move in that way. Nothing Is 

ever changed in the senate, even 
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though times nnd customs change on 
the outside. 

For instance, a good many years 
ago it used to be the 'custom for. all 
gentlemen to use snuff. Tne. senate 
officially recognized the custom to the 
extent of providing snuff, boxes for thp 
senators. These boxes are still therft, 
nnd from time to time they uro refilled 
with fresh snuff, despite the fact that 
they ure never, used. The boxes are 
nciir the lobby v entrances on the Inside 
of the senate. Apparently In the old days it was quite the thing' for a sena- 
tor to tnke his pinch of snuff before he took his place In the senate. 

There is nlso an ofllelal "sharpener of the quill pens", for the senate. 
This man Is so designated on the pay rolls nnd Is carried there by the rules of 
the sennte. For many years there never was a call for u quill pen in, the 
senate until one day Senator Lodge of Massachusetts happened to go Into 
the stationery room to ask for a quill pen. 

The men who originated the title of "sharpener of the quill pens" for the 
senate was Charles N. Richards. He has Just completed Wis fifty-fifth year 
in the service of the senate. When lie originally got his place as an employee 
of the senate It was during the Civil war, after ho had been wounded nnd 
Incapacitated while serving ns a soldier in the Union army. He received a 
bayonet thrust through the Jaw. There was not much for Richards to do 
around the senate, but certain senators wanted to be sure that he was taken 
cure of, so the title of "sharpener of the quill pens" wus invented.

Grocers of the nation have accepted 
enthusiastically the 60-50 basis for the 
purchase of wheat flour and are doing 
their utmost to explain the new regu- 
lation to the housewife. This ruling by 
the.U. S. Food Administration requires 
each 1 purchaser of wheat flour 'to buy I 
one pound of- cereal subsUtute, one > 
kind or assorted, for every pound of 
wheat flour. It was necessary to re- 1 

?w t .if he nf G ° f **«* -flour lo order 
tiiat the allies and our fighting forces 
abroad might bo assured of an ade- 1 
quate supply of wheat to meet their 
vital needs. This supply must come 
from our savings because we have al- 
ready sent our normal surplus. 

Wheat saving pledge cards were for- 
warded by the Food Administration to 
all retail food merchants, and these 
are being signed and posted in stores 
throughout the country. This card 
states, "We pledge ourselves loyally to 
carry out the Food Administration pro- 
gram. In accordance with this order 
we will not sell any, wheat flour except 
whero the purchaser buys an equal 
weight of one or more of the following, 
a greater use of which in the home 
will save wheat : 

"Cornmeal, corn flour, edible corn 
starch, hominy, corn grits, barley flour, 
potato flour, sweet potato flour, soy 
bean flour, feterlta flour and meals, 
rice, rice flour, oatmeal, rolled oats and 
buckwheat flour." 

Some confusion has resulted on the 
part of the consumer In construing 
this "50-50" ruling to mean that an 
equal nmount In value of substitutes 
must bo purchased with wheat flour. 
This Is a mistaken idea. The ruling 
states that the consumer in purchasing 
flour shall "buy at the same time an 
equal weight of other cereals." 

One exception to this ruling is con- 
cerning graham flour and whole wheat 
flour, which may bo sold at the ratio 
of three pounds to five pounds of 
wheat flour. This provision Is made 
because;, approximately 25 per cent 
more of the wheat berry is used In the 
mannfacture.of these flours than stand- 
ard wheat flour. 

Another exception Is that concern- 
ing mixed flours containing less than 
50 per cent of wheat flour, which may 
be sold without substitutes. Retailers, 
however, are forbidden to sell mixed 
flours containing more than 50 per 
cent, of wheat flour to any person un- 
less the amount of wheat flour substi- 
tutes sold Is sufficient to make the to- 
tal amount of substitutes. Including 
those mixed In flours, equal to the to- 
tal amount In wheat* flour In the mixed 
flour. For instance, if any mixed flour 
Is purchased containing 00 per cent 
wheat flour and 40 per cent substi- 
tutes It is necessary that an additional 
20 per cent of substitutes be pur» 
chased. This brings it to the basis of 
one pound of substitutes for each 
pound of wheat flour. 

A special exemption may be granted 
upon application in, the case of special- 
ly prepared Infants' and invalids' food 
containing flour where the necessity is 
shown.. . 

Some misunderstanding seems to ex- 
ist on the pnrt of. consumers In assum 
Ing that with the purchnse of wheat 
flour one must confine the additional 
50 per cent purchase' to ono of the 
substitutes. This Is not the case. One 
mny select from the entire range of 
substitutes a sufficient amount of each 
to bring. the total weight of all substi- 
tutes equal to the weight of the wheat 
flour purchased. For Instance, If a 
purchnse of 24 pounds of wheat flour 
Is made n range of substitutes may be 
selected ns follows: 

Comment 8 pounds; corn grits, 4 
pounds;, rice. 4 pounds; buckwheat 2 
pounds; corn starch, 1 pound; hominy, 
2 pounds; rolled oats, 8 pounds. 

Those substitutes may be used In 
the following manner: 

Cornmenl. 8 Pounds. — Corn bread, no 
flour; com muffins or spoon bread, 
one-fourth flour or one-third rice or 
one-third hominy; 20 per cent substi- 
tutes In whole bread. 

Com Starch, 1 Pound.— Thickening 
grnvy. mnklng custard, one-third sub- 
stitute In cake. 

Corn Grits, 4 Pounds.— Fried like 
mush, used with meal In making com 
bread. 

Rolled Oats, 8 Pounds.— One-fourth 
to one-third substitutes in bread, one 
half substitute In muffins; breakfast 
porridge, use freely; oatmeal cookies. 
oatmeal soup. 

Buckwheat Flour, 2 Pounds,— One- 
fourth substitute In bread, buckwheat 
cakes. 

Hominy, 2 Pounds.— Boiled for din- 
nei\ baked for dinner, .with cheese 

sauce. 

Rice, 4 Pounds.— One-fourth Rtihstl- 
tute In wheat bread, one-third substi- 
tute In com bread, boiled for dinner (a 
bread ciit), as a breakfast food, to 
thicken soups, rice pudding Instead of 
cake or pie, rl.ee batter enkes.

Senator Warren Warns Vessels for 
Troop Movement to France Soon 
Will Be Reduced by Expira- 
tion of Contracts With 
Allies. 

Washington, July 1.— The sennte on 
Frldny, by a vote of 40 to 25, rejected 
the Fnll amendment making the draft 
age limits twenty to forty years, In 
lieu of the present limits of twenty- 
oue to thirty-one years. 

With the defeat of this amendment 
the chief obstacle to the passage of 
the $12,000,000,000 army bill was re; 
moved. 

A test vote on a motion of Senator 
Ilardwlck of Georgia put the sennte on 
record In favor of lowering the draft 
age limit below twenty-one years. Sen- 
ator Ilardwlck moved to substitute 
twenty-one years for twenty years as 
the minimum age limit In the Fail 
amendment. His motion was rejected 
by a vote of 41 to S3. ' 

Several amendments ofTered to the 
Fnll amendment were voted down. 

Senator New of Indiana proposed an 
amendment involving the principle of 
universal military training. It pro- 
vided for the training of young men, 
beginning at twenty years. Senator 
Warren of Wyoming spoke against It. 
Senator Warren warned the senate 
that shipping for troop movement to 
France soon would be reduced by the 
expiration of contracts with the allied 
governments. 

The New amendment wns voted 
down without n roll call. 

Senator Hitchcock brought up his 
amendment designed to remove em- 
barrassing International complications 
by exempting neutrnis from the draft. 
After some modifications, which may 
be revised. It was adopted. 4.3 to 10. 

Senator McCumber of North Dakota 
declared for an nrmy of 5,000.000 men. 
"And by that I mean 5.000,000 light- 
ing men." he explained; "not 5,000.- 
000 men of whom only 00 per cent ore 
fighting men."

Report by Federal Board Declares 

Meat Packers "Have Preyed Upon 

People Unconscionably." 



Washington, Juno 28.— After Secre- 
tory linker niul Gcncrul March had op- 
posed revision of draft age limits and 
announced that within 00 days the war 
department would submit a new and 
enlarged -army program, the senate 
military committee on Wednesday 
voted against any legislation to change 
the draft ago limits from twenty-one 
and thirty-one years to twenty and 
forty years. 

Senator Chnmberlaln announced 
that It Is proposed to call In August 
300,000 draft men, In September 150,- 
000, In October 150,000, In November 
150,000 and In December 125.000. 

Theses he said, are expected to ex- 
haust clnss 1. 

Senator Hitchcock gave figures stat- 
ing that In August, when the final call 
on men In class 1 will have exhaust- 
ed that class, there will be 3,300,000 
men In the army and the highest esti- 
mate of the number of American 
troops which will bo In France by that, 
time Is 1,450,000. 

Secretory Baker said an "enlarged" 
program for the army Is plnnned In a 
formal statement made after he had 
been closeted with the committee for 
nearly three hours with his aids. 



U-BOAT IS BEATEN-SCHWAB 

Master Shipbuilder Says America Will 

Be Greatest Maritime Nation 

Ih the World. 

Chicago, July 1. — Charles M. 
Schwab, master shipbuilder of the 
world and premier business man, came 
to Chicago spreading the spirit of vic- 
tory. 

"The submarine?" he said In response 
to a query. "It's beaten already. I 
seldom make predictions, and I'm not 
breaking that rule now. I'm simply 
telling you a fact." 

"And about the shipbuilding pro- 
gram?" he wns asked. 

"We will launch between 00 and 
100 ships on July -1," he said, "with a 
total tonnage of over 500,000. The 
United States in time will be the 
greatest maritime nation in the world. 
The American flag, which has virtually 
been driven from the seas of com- 
merce, will be seen In every port in the 
world after the war. It will revolution- 
ize our whole national life." 



MEW CZAR ON RUSS THRONE? 



Bolshevik Government Reported Over- 
thrown by Korniloff and Huns — 
I Grand Duke Proclaimed. 



London. July 1.— The bolshevik 
government In Itussln has been over- 
thrown and Nicholas Is'lcholaiovltch 
1ms been elected emperor, according to 
:i wireless dispatch from Stockholm. 
is'Icolul Lenlne and Leon Trbtzky, re- 
spectively the bolshevik premier and 
foreign minister, are reported to have 
tied. The wireless dispatch added that 
troops under General Korniloff and 
General Kalcdlnes, and also German 
forces, had occupied Moscow. 

The German newspaper Deutsche 
Tugeszeltung credits the rumor In Rus- 
sian circles that "the overthrow of the 
bolshevik regime In Russia Is Immi- 
nent," said an ExeJiunge Telegraph dls- 
putch. 

HOUSE PASSES BOND ISSUE 

Measure Authorizing, $8,000,000,000 
Approved Without a Dis- 
senting Vote. 

Washington. July 1.— Without n 
dissenting vote and with virtually no 
debate, the house on Frldny passed 
the bill authorizing an additional bond 
Issue of $8,000,000,000. 

$50,000 for Atlantic Flight. 
Washington, July 2.— A reward of 
$50,000 to the first person who makes 
a transatlantic airplane Might Is pro- 
vided In a resolution Introduced on 
Saturday by Reuresentatlve Lunn 
New York. 



Washington, July 2.— Investigations 
carefully conducted have led to the 
conclusion that profiteering exists 
among American Industries at the pres- 
ent time, due In part to advantage 
being taken of "war pressure for 
heavy production" and In part to "In- 
ordinate greed and barefaced fraud." 
the federal trade commission an- 
nounced in a report sent to the sen- 
ate. The report was submitted In re- 
sponse to a resolution asking the com- 
mission to furnish the senate with all 
figures and Information relative to 
profiteering. In order that steps might 
be taken to remedy present condi- 
tions. 

The report declares that unprece- 
dented profits are shown In a survey 
of the packing Industry. In this con- 
nection It Is said : "Five meat pack- 
ers, Armour, Swift, Morris, Wilson and 
Cudahy and their subsidiary and alllll- 
ated companies have monopolistic con- 
trol of the meat Industry and are 
reaching out for like dominion In oth- 
er products. Their manipulations of 
the market embrace every device that 
Is useful to them, without regard to 
law. Their rewar<l expressed In terms 
of profit, reveal that four of these con- 
cerns have pocketed In 1015-1010-1017 
*J -10,000,000. However delicate a defi- 
nition Is framed for 'profiteering.' 
these packers have preyed upon the 
people unconscionably." 

The products Investigated, nnd 
which the. report covers, are steel, 
copper, zinc, nickel, sulphur, lumber, 
coal, flour, canned milk and canned sal- 
iripri. Salaries and bonus paid high of- 
ficials also were the subject of Inquiry. 
Price fixing by the government, the 
report says, has tended to prevent the 
market from running away, but 
at the same time It strengthens the 
stronger factors In Industry in tlielr 
positions and enriches them by profits 
which are without precedent. 



MAY TRAIN ALL U. S. YOUTHS 



President Reported Preparing to Ad- 
vocate Universal Military Train- 
ing as War Measure. 

Washington, .lime 20. — President 
Wilson, It was .earned from on au- 
thoritative source, Is preparing to ad- 
vocate universal military training as 
u war measure. 

The tentative plan of the adminis- 
tration Is to submit to congress nit an 
early date a bill extending the draft 
age and nlso establishing universal 
military training for American youths 
below the draft age. It transpired on 
Thursday that the prospective embodi- 
ment of this plan In nn administration 
measure accounted for Secretory of 
War Raker's urgent recommendation 
that the senate postpone nctloa on the 
proposed extension of the draft age 
until the war department completes a 
survey of national man power nnd 
brings In a. comprehensive scheme for 
the expansion of the army. 

The general staff of the army Is now 
formulating the entire plan for the de- 
velopment of the armies which must 
bo relied upon to defeat Germany. 



Son of Deposed Autocrat Is Declared 

to Have Passed Away Whllo 

In Exile. 

London, June 29.— A dispatch from 
Kiev dated Wednesday declares the 
report of the nssasslnatlon of former 
Emperor Nicholas has beeu confirmed. 
It Is stated he was killed by bolshevik 
troops during their retreat on Ekater- 
inburg. 

The Kiev message was received at 
Basel, Switzerland, and forwarded 
here by the Iluvas correspondent In 
that city. 
A dispatch from Geneva says:. 
"Tho Ukraine bureau nt Lausanne 
announced It has received confirmation 
of the report that the bolshevik au- 
thorities at Ekaterinburg condemned 
Nicholas Romanoff, the former Rus- 
sian emperor, to death after u short 
trial and then shot him. Details of the 
reported execution nre Incking." 

Rumors arc current In Petrogrnd 
that Alexis Romanoff, son of former 
Czar Nicholas, died a few days ago, 
says an Exchange Telegruph dispatch 
from Copenhagen. 

Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovltch, 
reported at the head of a counter-revo- 
lutionary movement, now Is at Omsk, 
on the Siberian steppes, according to 
Russian advices forwarded by the Ex- 
change Telegraph correspondent ut 
Copenhagen. 

Former Czar Nicholas was tho lost 
of the house of Romanoff.

Roth Austria and Hungary arc af- 
fected by the revolutionary movement, 
which Is said to be in progress on a 
large scale In Austria, the newspaper's 
dispatch says. 'The spirit of revolt Is 
said to be strongly pervasive In the 
nrmy. Violent demonstrations are re- 
ported to have occurred In numerous 

cities. 

Amsterdam, July 1.— All work In 
Budapest has been stopped by n gen- 
eral strike, It was announced In the 
Hungarian parliament by Premier 
Wckerle, according to advices received 

here. 

Thousands of men nre out. 

London, July 1.— Finland and 
many parts of Russlu nre confronted 
with famine. 



, London, July 3.— A German subma- 
rine sank the British hospital ship 
Llandovery Castle, 110 miles south- 
west of Fnstnet, June 27, the British 
admiralty announced on Monday night; 

The Llandovery Castle, wns home- 
ward bound from Canada. It carried 
258 persons. This totnl Includes 80 
Canadian army medical corps men and 
14 woman nurses. 

One boat containing 24 survivors 

has reached port. 

One of the boats containing 12 
nursing sisters, wns seen to capsize, 
it was reported. The sisters were 

drowned. 

The submarine commander, who or- 
dered the captain of the Llandovery 
Castle, several of the officers, and Ma- 
jor Lyon of the medical corps aboard, 
declared that he had sunk the ship be- 
cause It wns carrying American avia- 
tion olllcers and others in the fighting 
service of the allies. ..The only officers 
on board tho ship were six olllcers of 
the medical corps. 

[The Llandovery Castle was 14,423 
toils gross nnd was built nt Glasgow In 
1014 for the Union Castle Mall Steam- 
ship service. The vessel was BOO feet 
long, 03 feet benm and 37 feet deep.] 
The admiralty announcement fol- 
lows : 

"About 10:30 o'clock on June 27, 110 
miles southwest of Fnstnet, the hos- 
pital ship Llandovery Castle was tor- 
pedoed by nn enemy submarine and 
sank In about ten minutes. She wns 
homeward bound from Cnnndu and 
therefore there were no sick or wound- 
ed on board, but her crew consisted of 
fG-I officers' and men and she cnrrled 
30 Canadian army medicals and 14 fe- 
male'nurses. 

"Of this total of 25S only one boot 
containing 24 survivors has so for 
reached port. Search Is still being 
made and there Is a bare possibility 
that others may yet be found. 

"It Is to be noted Unit In this, ns In- 
deed in all instances, the Gcrmnn sub- 
marine and a perfect right to stop and 
search the hospital ship under The 
nngue convention, hut she preferred 
to torpedo the Llandovery Castle." 

Subsequently the admiralty Issued 
the following comment on the sink- 
ing: . 

"Germany's nwful debt to the world 
continues to grow. Another hospital 
ship his been torpedoed, this time 110 
miles from the nearest land, and her 
people turned adrift in their boats, to 
sink or swim ns they best might. And 
though, as It happened, she was n 
Canadian hospital ship returning from 
Halifax with no wounded on hoard, 
the tale of crime reveals a.wanton de- 
liberation on the part of the submarine 
commander, nnd almost suggests the 
hope on his port that he would find 
her full of Injured nnd helpless men." 
New York. July 3.— The American 
steamship 'George L. Eaton of 2.008 
tons gross has been sunk, presumably 
by a German submarine, In European 
waters, according to Information re- 
ceived In shipping circles here. She 
loft an American port for France 
nhouf\ two weeks ago.

With the American Army In France. 
June 27.— The number of German pris- 
oners captured by the Americans In 
storming the Belleuii wood section now 
number 311, Including seven olllcers. 
Most of the prisoners taken belong to 
the Three Hundred and Forty-seventh 
German division, After seven hours 
of furious lighting the Americans over : 
came a force of 1.200 Germans. With 
few exceptions the whole German force 
was killed, wounded, or captured. The 
prisoners so far brought In total 311. 
This does not Include a hundred more 
wounded brought buck. The prisoners 
have not yet stopped coming In. Fifty 
machine guns were taken. 
Eighty-Three Huns Taken by Yank. 
With the American Army on the 
Mnrne. .June 28.— Henry V. Lenert, Jr.. 
the oddest hero Chicago ever produced, 
told how he was forced to capture 83 
Germans In the midst of Tuesday- 
night's tierce battle at Belleau wood. 
lie had Just arrived with hts* prison- 
ers, breathless with pride. 

"You see, 1 got caught between the 
lines." he said. "I discovered a ma- 
clUne gun staring straight at me, and 
dived Into a shell hole. 

"The gunner did not shoot, so 1 
waited awhile and then put up my 
hands, gingerly hiding my head. Still 
he didn't shoot, so I slowly raised my 
head, and there stood the gunner with 
his hands up. Me motioned for me to 
come up and took me to the cnptaln. 
who conveyed me to his dugout, lie 
gave me something to drink and some 
cigarettes ami asked If he wasn't sur- 
rounded.. I assured him he was. 

"lie said. 'Walt a minute'— you* 
know I verstehe the German— and went 
out. When he returned he said the 
others wanted to surrender before they 
were killed and asked mo to take them 
to the American lines. 

"We started off with all hands. In- 
cluding mine, held up.. We got lost In 
the woods, and It took a long time to 
find an American sentry, who was sur- 
prised to see me with the Germans. 
Then some more Americans came up 
and tiicy wanted to escort my prisoners 
to headquarters. 

"I suld, 'Nothing doing. They're 
mine.' They let me have 'era, and 1 
brought 'em here." 

U. S. Raids Worry Huns. 
Washington, July 2.— Descriptive In- 
formation of activity by the different 
sectors occupied by the American 
imves was given In General Persh- 
1105— 1100. Ring's communique. It follows: 

-Section A.— Except for the Increase 
of artillery uctlvlty on both sides In 
the Chateau Thierry region there Is 
fiothlng to report. 

"Section B.— In the Chateau Thierry 
regloii June 27 to 28 there was no spe- 
cial activity other than of the hostile 
air forces and of the artillery, on both 

sides. 

"T1h\ German artillery Ore was In 
fact lighter than on the preceding day. 
Shrapnel and gas were used In mod- 
erate quantities. A large part of the 
hostile tire was concentrated on our 
lines in the general direction of Bou- 
resches and Triangle farm. 

Says Enemy Is Nervous. 
"South of the Marne, between the 
evening of June 27 ami June 28 It was 
noticeable that the activity of the ene- 
my had Increased, while a certain 
nervousness on his .part was also ob- 
served. 

"German airplanes were again busy 
along our front, although somewhat 
loss so than .during the days preceding. 
"Very energetic efforts are being 
made by the Germans to prevent 
further crossings of the river on the 
part of our troops. 

"For our troops operating In the vi- 
cinity of Cohnar the days of June 20 
and 27 were marked -chiefly by the at- 
tempts of the enemy to raid our lines. 
On the night of June 25 and 20 a largo 
German patrol made a determined at- 
tack, which was repulsed after two 
hours of brisk lighting. 

•The Germans sustained heavy cas- 
ualties.

Negro Troops Repulse Huns. 
With the American Armies In 
France, July 2.— American negro troops 
proved their value as lighters In the 
line east of Verdun on June 12, It is 
now permissible to state. The Ger- 
mans attempted a raid In that sector, 
but were completely repulsed by the 
negroes. 

The Bodies began a terrific bom- 
bardment at one minute after mid- 
night, throwing over between 3,000 
aad 4,000 shells from guns ranging In 
size from 07 to 340 millimeters. 
U. S. Men Rout Raiders. 
Washington, July 1.— Marked raid- 
ing and patrolling nt several points 
held by the American troops were re- 
ported in General Pershing's com- 
munique, which was received at the 
war department. 

In Plcardy a small • detachment of 
Americans captured 30 prisoners, In- 
cluding one olllcer, and Inflicted se- 
vere losses on the enemy, while In the 
Vosges a Germun raiding party was 
repulsed. 

. U. S. Troops Are In Italy. 
Washington. July 1.— The Orst troops 
have been landed In Italy. General 
March announced. These arc not the 
troops sent by General Pershing but 
forces sent directly from the United 
States. 

French Win on Two-Mile Front. 
London. July 1.— French troops 
gained half a mile on a front of nearly 
two miles In an offensive south of the 
Ourcq river. 

In their latest operation the French 
carried the Important ridge which ex- 
tends between Mosloy and Passy-En- 
Valols. This height is seven miles 
southeast of Vlllcrs-Cottercts, which

Rice Flour and Rice Polish. 
The question of grinding Hour from 
rice was recently discussed by » con- 
ference of rice millers in Louisiana. 
Thoy decided that rice flour does not 
possess sufficient merit to justify Its 
manufacture on a large scale, nice 
flour is not a complete substitute for 
wheat flour because it lacks gluten. 
It can be mixed with wheat flour In 
conservation bread. There Is a real 
opportunity, 'however, to broaden the 
market for .what is known ns "rke 
polish." This is the product of the 
brushes used in polishing rice when 
Its brown coating is removed to pro- 
duce the fainllia- white rice of com- 
merce. Itlce polish has been sold 
chiefly for stock feed, but it is a high- 
ly concentrated 'food, more nutritious 
than rice itself because It contains 
valuable chemical ingredients from the 
surface of the grain.— Syracuse Post- 
Standard.
